WASHINGTON, June I -Sen. 
Robert A. Taft (R) Ohio said to­ 
day that it may be necessary to 
draft youths 19 years of age after 
July I, 1943. 
“I rather question 
whether it 
has to be done before that time 
but it is probable that the Army 
will need them during the next 
year,” he aaid. 
While 
administration 
spokes­ 
men have sounded out congres­ 
sional sentiment on extending the 
draft down to IS and 19 year old 
youths, 
no formal 
recommenda­ 
tion has yet been made. Some con­ 
gressional leaders expect a formal 
proposal for legislation to be sub­ 
mitted soon. 
After conferring with govern­ 
ment officials, Taft expressed be­ 
lief that draft regulations may be 
broadened 
following passage 
of 
the soldier’* allotment bill. 
“I do not expect that categories 
as to age will be set up as I have 
suggested, but I rather think that 
there will be stated exemptions in 
the case of wive* who are working 
and I hope that men over 30 with 
families may be told that it is 
unlikely that they will be called,’* 
he aaid. 
Under the soldier’s allotment 
bill the selective service adminis­ 
tration is given authority to grant 
exemptions 
because 
of 
family 
status. 
Under the present law 
exemptions are granted for finan­ 
cial dependency only, in the case 
of families. Local draft

tration is expected to issue new 
regulations, when

WASHINGTON, June 
I —The 
Navy’s casualty list of World War 
II was boosted today to more than 
8,5(K) when the Navy department 
made public a list of 2.317 names 
—’including 64 dead, 54 wounded 
and 2,199 missing. 
Captain 
Kenneth 
Mortimer 
Hoeffel, 48, 
Washington, 
D. C., 
who is reported aa missing, is the 
ranking naval officer listed. 
By far the largest part of these 
casualties 
resulted from 
direct 
action with the enemy, but in­ 
cluded are the n&mes of those who 
lost their live# at sea or in the 
air 
when 
on 
active 
wartime 
duties. 
Natural 
deaths and 
accidents 
not directly connected in opera­ 
tions against the enemy are not 
included in this list. 
All losaes to the personnel of 
the Navy, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard are covered in the Navy 
casualties. 
The 
large percentage of 
the 
names 
listed under the heading 
“missing,” the Navy pointed out, 
is due to the fact that many of 
them were serving in the Manila 
hay area and many are believed 
to be prisoners of the Japanese 
and it may be several months be­ 
fore more definite information can 
be obtained. 
Naval authorities said some of 
those included under the "miss­ 
ing” classification may have been 
rescued at sea and landed at iso­ 
lated spots from which they have 
had no opportunity to communi­ 
cate

TIMBER TIRES

BOBODY’S troinff lo take any wooden 
money, but from present indications a 
good many Americans are going to be buy­ 
ing wooden tires before long, and mighty 
glad of the chanco. They’re appearing al- 
re a d ;. and first credit for this innovation 
seems to go to St. Louis. 
Specifications are not entirely clear, 
but the general idea is wooden tires with 
steel rims, and the operator of a fleet of 
newspaper delivery trucks has ordered 50 
sets of til em. lf they can be trusted to de­ 
liver newspapers, they must be 
good 
enough for other purposes. 
These tires are not solid. They are de­ 
scribed as “ wooden tires compressed in 
quarter sections on staftdard truck wheels, 
beveled down for a steel rim two inches 
vide and fitted with four springs next to 
the wheel for shock-absorbers.” It is ad­ 
mitted that they don’t ride like rubber 
tires, but they seem to do the job at a 
moderate rate of speed, and steer easily, 
and don’t suffer any blow-outs.

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FRANKFURTER IS POW ERFUL 
llfA S H IN G T O N — The entire British Em- 
** 
pire was set just a bit agog last Win­ 
ter when the Australian Minister in Wash­ 
ington 
announced 
that 
Justice 
Felix 
Frankfurter had advised him to take a 
post in the British (Nibinet. 
The Austral­ 
ian Government was especially agog and 
its prime minister said so publicly. 
To a lot of other people also it seemed 
queer that a justice of the U. S. Supreme 
Court should be dipping his fingers into 
vital affairs of the British Empire. 
But 
to 
those 
behind-the-scenes 
In 
Washington this was no surprise at all. 
For today, as the Supreme Court winds up 
its current term, it is a fact that second 
only to the President himself, Justice Felix 
Frankfurter has more to do with guiding 
our destinies of war than anyone in W ash­ 
ington. 
He does this through 
having put his 
own 
men 
in 
three 
key cabinet posts; 
through being on intimate terms with the 
British Ambassador Lord Halifax and the 
Chinese Foreign Minister T. V. Soong; and 
through having out 
of his old students, 
Dean Acheson, sit at the right hand of Sec­ 
retary of State Hull. 
Almost no move of major importance 
is made these days 
without Frankfurter 
having his finger in it. lf the President is 
sending a mission to India to help the Brit­ 
ish settle 
their independence 
problems, 
Justice Frankfurter sits in on discussions. 
If an investigation is to be made of Pearl 
Harbor, 
Frankfurter .recommends 
his 
friend Justice Owen Roberts— who is ap­ 
pointed. 
lf a federal judge is to be nam­ 
ed in Massachusetts, Frankfurter recom­ 
mends his old pupil Charles Wyzanski, and 
Wyzanski is appointed. 


FORERUNNER OF HITLER 
▼HE Nazi practice of government by ter- 
* 
ror is not new. It has been tried be­ 
fore and failed. The most notable case 
was in the 16th century, when the Duke of 
Alva, commanding the Spanish forces, 
tried to put down the Dutch rebels. In six 
years he boasted that, in addition to the 
multitudes destroyed in battle Or massa­ 
cred in the plundering of tow ns, he had ex­ 
ecuted 18,000 persons. He did not men­ 
tion, what was also the truth, that the re­ 
bellion was stronger than ever. So signal­ 
ly, in fact, had Alva's rule of blood failed 
that the Spanish king removed him from 
command, and attempted to win over the 
Dutch by a policy of mildness. 
Few rulers have been as cruel, as ef­ 
ficient, or in the end as unsuccessful as 
the Duke of Alva. Hitler may well ponder 
his carcer.

UNCLE INTERNED BY HITLER 
In addition to all 
reasons for 
being 
zealous about the 
war, 
Frankfurter has 
special, personal incentives. 
He was bom 
in Vienna, a country taken in one gulp by 
Hitler. 
And when he swallowed it, Hitler 
threw Frankfurter’s aged uncle into a con­ 
centration camp. 
These factors, plus the 
persecution of his race, long before Pearl 
Harbor made Frankfurter one of the most 
energetic and effective promoters of inter­ 
vention. 
Several times his friends have suggest­ 
ed that a Supreme Court justice should 
not meddle in the executive branch of the 
government; that the Constitution created 
the judiciary as a check on the executive, 
not a collaborator; that he should not be 
quite so open in dashing back and forth 
between the British Embassy and the War 
Department. 
However, nothing has daunted Frank­ 
furter. 
Justices Van Devanter and Suth­ 
erland were criticized when they were con­ 
sulted regarding 
Republican 
politics 
in 
Wyoming and Ftah. 
But the blithesome, 
passionate, tireless Mr. Frankfurter con­ 
siders himself in a different category.

The 
only thing I am certain of is that 
no general rule can be laid down 
and each case must be judged on 
its own merits. 
I do not believe that all tonsils 
should be removed from children 
before they reach the age of ten 
years, although I have heard this 
opinion expressed. Nor do I be­ 
lieve that tonsils should not be re­ 
moved at all. Plenty of people get 
along in perfect health without 
tonsils. 
Function of Tonsils 
In fact, our knowledge about the 
function of the tonsils is very lim­ 
ited. I have just been trying to find 
out in several textbooks on the 
Nose and Throat what the func­ 
tions of the tonsils are and every­ 
one concludes by agreeing that 
they do not know. Only a few facta 
stand out. One is that the tonsil* 
are lymph-like structures related 
to the lymphatics elsewhere in tbs 
body, that they form a ring of tis­ 
sue all around the back of the 
throat. 
The other members of the ring 
are the adenoids, the lingual ton­ 
sil at the base of the tongue. An­ 
other positive fact is that the ton­ 
sils are very large in infancy and 
childhood and tend to become smal­ 
ler as time goes on. Therefore, 
tonsils which would be perfectly 
normal in a child of two or three 
years are definitely abnormal in a 
person of fifteen to twenty. Large 
tonsils in later years usually mean 
that they have become the seat of 
infection. In that case they should 
be removed. 


Stopping Infection* 
The tonsils certainty serve some 
function in stopping infections on 
the outpost* of the body and na­ 
turally they are subject to attacks 


of acute tonsillitis which may turn 
into chronic infection so that at 
the age of ten to fifteen years it is 
probable that the tonsil has out­ 
lived its usefulness and is doing 
more harm as a harbor of infection 
than good. 
It is valuable to consider why 
tonsils were taken out and what 
results occurred. 
According to 
some recent figures, the commonest 
causes for removal were: 
Frequent colds.—One year after 
operation 90 per cent of these cases 
were improved. 
Frequent sore throat.—One year 
after operation 96 per cent of these 
patient* were improved. 
Mouth breathing. — One vear 
after operation 93 per cent of tnese 
were improved. 
Enlarged glands in the neck.— 
Improvement occurred in about 40 
per cent of ossea. 
Ear trouble.—Improvement oc­ 
curred in about 60 per cent of 
cases. 
Rheumatism.—Improvement oc­ 
curred in less than I per cent of 
cases in children and in about 30 
per cent in the joint pains of 
adults. 
Such are the facts and the ele­ 
ments on which one ha* to decide 
whether or not tonsils should be 
removed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. C. W.: — Can one use too 
much salt in the diet? I have been 
told that salt causes hardening of 
the arteries in people of 60 years 
or more. 
Answer: This is an old auper- 
atition that has been given up by 
all scientific nutritionists. Salt Is 
restricted in the diet only when 
the kidneys will not eliminate it. 
The body needs a certain amount 
of salt every day and nature pro­ 
vides for throwing off the excess. 
It docs not cause hardening of the 
arteries.

Rev. Robert T . Kelsey Talks 
On Need For Christianity 


To Lead Way 


CHURCH IS W E L L F IL L E D 


Commencement To Be Held 
Wednesday Evening For 


44 Girls, 36 Boys 


Declaring th at this day is not so 
dark when we live for, work for, I 
and talk for a Christian world or- ' 
der, the Rev. Robert T. Kelsey 
called on Circleville high school's 
graduating class of 80 young men 
and women Sunday evening to as­ 
sume roles as leaders In building 
a new world order. The address 
was 
made before a 
well-filled 
Presbyterian church auditorium, j 
the event m arking the annual bac­ 
calaureate service for high school 
seniors. Commencement is sche­ 
duled Wednesday evening in the 
high school auditorium. 
The pastor built his excellent 
address around the topic: "Build- 
ers of the New World Order”. 
He developed his theme by sta rt­ 
ing with the period at the conclu­ 
sion 
of the . ministry of 
Jesus 
Christ, 
declaring that a 
m ajor 
share of responsibility was thrust 
on a small band of Christians, and 
that to this small group fell the 
duty of building the new world or­ 
der. 
The Roman empire with its idle­ 
ness. 
luxury, gambling, 
dissipa­ 
tion, extravagance and looseness 
of morals; the Dark Ages, marked 
by political degradation, an un­ 
formed state of society, semi-bar­ 
barism, vices of plunder, oppres­ 
sion and injustice were described 
by the pastor in building his ad­ 
dress to show that a small group 
of Christians had brought religion 
out of chaos and sorry world con­ 
ditions. 
Religion At Low Ebb 
"Religion was at a low ebb dur­ 
ing 
these periods,” the 
pastor j 
said. 'T here was almost no reli­ 
gious life at all. W hat there was 
was degraded by superstition. No­ 
where could be found the worship 
of one true God who created the 
Heaven and earth. There was not 
even a genuine worship of the pa­ 
gan deities, but a general spirit of 
cynicism and atheism. 
"One day. Paul, a homely Jew, 
appeared on the streets of Rome,” 
the pastor continued, "with a mes­ 
sage and an enthusiasm that in­ 
terested the people. 
"Thus C hristianity met a pagan 
civilisation and turned it upside 
down, or to speak more correctly, 
right side up. 
This pagan civili­ 
sation 
was m et 
by a group of 
fearless 
apostles of a 
crucified 
Messiah who gloried in persecu­ 
tion. By their cross bearing they 
turned it right side up. They saved 
civilisation because they changed 
I t ” 
The speaker discussed condi­ 
tions of today stating that nations 
are trying to bomb ancient land­ 
m arks 
of 
civilization 
off 
the 
earth. "In many lands,” he said, 
"all the 
instrum ents of 
radio, 
press and modern communication 
are being used to disseminate pro­ 
paganda. Scientists in much of the 
world are directing their genius to 
works of destruction. Universities 
of Europe have either been dis­ 
banded or turned to the uses of 
war. And of 13 Christian colleges 
in China, l l have been forced to 
move their campuses.” 
Still .Much To Learn 
"Civilization 
has 
advanced ” 
he stated, "but we still have much 
to learn. The day is overshadow­ 
ed by the cloud of war. This sha­ 
dow can be seen on the pages of 
literature, pictures of art, the song 
of the poet and in the homes of the 
world. 
"To predict what the new world 
order will be is difficult. I* is a 
hard task to foretell what is in 
the future of the world.” 
The graduates were told that yet 
today we stand at the brink of a 
new world order. Post-war recon­ 
struction 
will bring many 
new 
standards, but the future cannot 
be foretold from the meager evi­ 
dence at hand. 
"Certain 
facts are bound 
to 
stand out in the new w’orld or­ 
der,” the 
Rev. Mr. 
Keiser said. 
"We know’ from history that if 
Christian leaders appear on the 
scene 
with an interesting 
mes­ 
sage, the world can be turned 
right side up. It has happened be­ 
fore and it can happen again. And 
if Christian leaders can be moti­ 
vated by 
the impulse of Jesus 
Christ we 
know that 
from the 
dark shadows of strained nerves 
and horrors of world disorder can 
come the bright sunshine of a 
new. fresh and vigorous religious 
awakening.” 
T hat 
within 
this 
graduating 
class may lie the dorm ant capa­ 
city for Christian leadership in 
this new order was discussed by 
the pastor when he said "from the 
ranks of the youth of today will 
rome these builders in the unher­ 
alded civilization which will dawn

as comes the dawn of each new 
day.” 
"Who 
knows,” 
he 
continued, I 
"when, from the ranks, there will 
emerge another W ashington, an- j 
other Lincoln, another MacArthur, 
who will lead us to a day that will 
free us from the snares of evil, ; 
ruthless powders? 
But this we 
know, those leaders will be Chris­ 
tian leaders. The pages of history 
prove 
it so. Tomorrow’s 
Chris- I 
tian leaders will point us to a new j 
day.” 
Parents, Faculty There 
Members 
of 
the 
graduating 
class, dressed 
in their caps and 
gowns, occupied the church's cen­ 
ter pews, while their parents and 
friends 
filled 
nearly 
all 
other 
available space in the auditorium. 
Immediately behind 
the graduat- j 
ing class were members of the 
school faculty and the board of 
education. 
The class was ushered into its 
places by David Orr, president of 
the Junior class. Leading the pro­ 
cession of 44 girls and 36 boys 
were Robert Kline, president of the 
class, 
and Dorothy Cook, 
class 
valedictoYian. 
Music 
for 
the 
baccalaureate 
service included the choir anthems. 
"Praise Ye the Father”, by Gou­ 
nod. and “Recessional” by deKo- 
ven. Melvin A. Yates, tenor, sang 
the solo in the latter selection.

There two close and very dear 
friends are the Secretary of W ar 
and U ndersecretary of W ar, while 
tw’o of his students, John J. Mc- 
Cloy and Robert Lovett are as­ 
sistant secretaries of w ar. 
This 
great influence in the W ar De­ 
partm ent probably was why "the 
little Justice,” as he is called by 
old students, w ent so fa r as rec­ 
ommending 
the 
courtm artialing 
of an arm y officer, Col. Trum an 
Smith, because he was supposed 
to 
be 
WTiting 
Lindbergh’s 
speeches. 
F rankfurter and Stimson have 
been intim ate friends for thirty 
years. 
When Stimson was dis­ 
trict attorney of New York in 
1906. he brought F ran k fu rter in 
as 
his 
assistant. 
L ater 
when 
Stimson 
became 
Secretary 
of 
W ar under Taft, he gave F ran k ­ 
furter a job in the W ar depart­ 
ment, 
During the last war, both 
men at first w’ere in the judge 
advocate general's office of the 
reserve corps. 
Then when Stim ­ 
son became Secretary of State 
under 
Hoover, 
F rank fu rter 
staffed most of the high-ranking 
offices in the State departm ent 
for him. 
So it is not surprising th at on 
occasion, 
cabinet 
officers 
have 
walked in on the Secretary of 
W ar unannounced, and found him 
with a little pad of paper taking 
down notes as F rank fu rter talked.

Training and placement in w ar 
production industries are 
being 
offered to both young women and 
men by the National Youth ad­ 
m inistration. 
The Charles Mill Resident Cen­ 
ter, near Mansfield, Ohio, opened 
as an all-girl camp on June I. 
Girls between the ages of 17 and 
25 are eligible for training. 


Experienced vocational counsel­ 
ors and shop foremen help youth 
prepare for jobs in w ar industries. 
Work 
experience 
in 
machine 
shop, welding, sheet metal, me­ 
chanics and clerical skills Is of­ 
fered. 
The regular term of residence 
is three months. 
T ransportation 
to and from the center is provid­ 
ed at the beginning and end of 
the period. 
During training, each 
girl 
receives 
board, 
room, and 
medical care and $12 a month. 
The girls live in new dorm ito­ 
ries of camp design. 
Lockers are 
supplied for personal belongings, 
and each girl is responsible for her 
share of keeping the dorm itory in 
order. 
The 
center’s 
physician 
comes each day to give necessary 
medical attention, and a nurse or 
attendant is on duty at the center 
at all times. 
Further inform ation concerning 
resident centers can be gained 
from Miss Catherine Weis, youth 
counselor, who is in Circleville 
every 
Monday 
from 
10:30 
to 
11:30. 
She will meet youth at the 
county engineer's office, basem ent 
floor of the court house.

A 
search 
in 
the vicinity revealed 
th at they had undoubtedly gotten 
a ride and were on their way to — 


well we didn’t know where. In the 
meantime we received another call 
th a t took us to South Bloomfield 
where a parked car was to be in­ 
vestigated on route 23 north of the 
town. 
The car had been moved 
but we did find a man and his 
wife and child who were on their 


way to 
Circleville 
and 
having 
trouble with 
a 
flat tire. 
A fter 
helping the man we brought the 
wife and baby on to town so they 
could notify the m an’s parents of 
his delay and w ait on his arrival. 
By this tim e it was at least 1:30 
a. rn. and our last activity includ­ 
ed putting a drunk in a taxi and 
sending him home and helping two 
boys get their broke-tjown car to 
an overnight garage.
